Assurances that 
ii national guard 
company will he formed 
here as a 
unit of the 151st regiment of infan­ 
try, whieh is being organized as a 
part of the state militia, were given 
today when it was announced 
that 
active steps were being taken to or­ 
ganize a company here. 
Negotiations have been 
going on 
here for several weeks between lo­ 
cal ex-service men and state militia 
officers at 
Shelbyville, 
where 
two 
companies have already been organ" 
ized. Col. Tappan of Shelbyville, has 
been here 
several 
times 
recently 
'Offering with former soldiers 
re­ 
garding a company for Rushville and 
Will B. Brann and Eli 
Kinney 
are 
now in charge of 
the 
organization 
,\vork. 
Any men who contemplate joining 
the guard unit are urged to see eith­ 
er one of these men, both of whom 
served in the late war. 
It is regarded as likely that Col. 
D. Wray DePrez of Shelbyville will 
command the new 151st 
Infantry. 
Ile at present is 
unattached. 
The 
scheme is to form a battalion of the 
new regiment 
out 
of 
Shelbyville, 
Greensburg and Rushville 
compan­ 
ies. A company has 
already 
been 
organized at Greensburg with Copt. 
Phil B. Staff, a former 
soldier, 
in 
command. Copt. Petit commands one 
of the Shelbyville companies. 
Tile formation of a national guard 
company has been 
urged 
here 
in 
many quarters for several reasons. 
It provides an annual evenue amoun­ 
ting to close to $20,000. 
I he 
pay 
roll of a company recruited to max­ 
imum strength amounts to approx­ 
imately $16,000 a vear. 
Guardsmen 
are paid a stipulated sum 
for one 
drill every week aud the officers re­ 
ceive a fixed salary. 
There is also the item of an a r­ 
mory which figures in the upkeep of 
the company and which is provided 
by the state. The rental for an ar" 
morv and the salary ol an attendant 
which amounts to $75 a month helps 
to make the annual sum spent on a 
company a very substantial sum. • 
The organizers of 
the 
company 
have several sites iii view 
for 
an 
armory, for winch the state will pay 
a maximum sum of $1,200 
a 
year 
rental, ii is said. They hope to pro­ 
vide a place which will 
be 
bilge 
enough for indoor drill in bad wea­ 
ther, for athletic games during the 
winter months, and for club 
rooms

The American government so far 
lins maintained an attitude of oppo­ 
sition to

su g g e stio n s which 
have bec„n due to the fact that 
the 
British dominion premiere want to 
get hack to their countries 
for the 
opening of the parliament in 
Octo­ 
ber, m a k in g it difficult for them 
to 
reach Washington on November l l , 
and to the deep interest of the do­ 
minions in the Pacific and far east­ 
ern situation.
